IfI had 20 customers like Jasper Gra 
ham, I wouldn't trade my traveling job 
for the peacock feathers of Li Hung Chang. 

Graham is a man who discounts his 
pills, never ‘‘kicks,’’ except for cause, 
knows patent from red-dog, a gentleman 
from a cad, gives you the whole of his 
hand to shake—never two fingers and the 
point of a lead pencil—knows exactly 
what he wants, every hour in the twenty- 
four, recognizes a patent fact, too often 
overlooked, that a salesman’s time is worth 
good money to the house that pays his ho- 
tel bills, so doesn’t keep you waiting on 
him, while he holds communion with an- 
cient accounts in an antique ledger, as if 
the drummer wasn’t ‘‘onto’’ all such 
bluffs as that, never baits the traveling 
man for the edification of the office help, 
nor seeks in any way to force the guard 
of his self-respect, in fact, this customer 
of mine, ‘‘ Uncle Jasper, ’’ the boys all call 
him, is the very salt of the earth! 

And to all these lovable traits, a well- 
developed social instinct, which prompts 
to deeds as well as words; that makes the 
lonely traveling man a welcome Sunday 
guest, beside the hospitable hearth, or in 
the family pew; that sees beneath the 
‘“‘cheek’’ and ‘‘nerve,’’ and practised arts 
of salesmanship, a heart that warms to 
kindliness and chills at undeserved rebuff, 
and there you have, in pen and ink, an 
outline sketch of Jasper Graham. 

In casting about for an explanation of 
the presence of all these sterling qualities, 





so rare in a Boston flour jobber, we 
haven t far to go. Uncle Jasper was once 
4miller, once sold millstuffs on the road, 
and the fellow-feeling, begotten of expe-

buyer, has made him wondrous kind to 
a men, who tramp the rocky road of mill-

Their guarantee of fresh- 
on 18, that Graham makes them up him- 

» He never tells them twice alike, and 





thus avoids the awful risk that many 
story tellers run, of half-believing in the 
ra that more than half their yarn was 
rue. 

With chairs drawn up before the grate, 
in Uncle Jasper’s smoking room, whence 
all but he and I had 
fled, we sat one blus- 
tery night last fall, 
and, while wesipped 
the old man’s brew 
of apple toddy hot 
and strong, he told 
me the very remark- 
able story of Gra- 
ham’s Pancake Bat- 
ter. 

“Tt was long be- 
fore your time, ’’ be- 
gan Graham, ‘‘that 
asoulless jury inthe 
case of Cockle vs 
Graham, elected 
your uncle, by a 
large majority, to 
pay all costs of a 
costly suit, brought 
by the plaintiff, 
Timothy Cockle, to 
recover damages for 
infringement on his 
patent of a self-rais- 
ing buckwheat 
flour. 

‘*Now how in the 
world was I to 
know, never having analyzed Cockle’s 
flour, that his process was so near like 
mine, that a near-sighted jury and pur- 
blind judge, couldn’t tell the two apart. 

‘*Not only did Cockle put me in the 
hole for costs and heavy damages, but he 
actually succeeded in working that court 
for a writ of injunction as big as an ex- 
port bill of lading, restraining me, your 
Uncle Jasper, from making any more of 
that excellent flour.

Iturned 
the mill office into 
a laboratory, and 
there I spent my 
leisure time—my 
time was mostly 
leisure then—devis- 
ing things to take 
the place of Cockle’s 
self-raising flour. 
“For eighteen 
months I racked my 
brain, and then the 
inspiration came! 
The buckwheat crop 
had just been 
housed, and fields of 
stubble, brown and 
bare, lay all around the mill.

While Puddinville 
was sleeping its ear- 
ly morning sleep, 
my wife and I re- 
galed ourselves on 
smoking griddle

Editorial—The editor mentions a new way of 
paying old debts, or rather, dividends, and refers 
to the culpable inaccuracy of the daily press. The 
smooth oilseller, all-risk insurance, and the Loud 
bill are likewise considered. A suggestion is made 
of codperation between English, Dutch and Amer- 
ican millers to fight the unfair French competi- 
tion. 

Minneapolis—The mills ground 200,770 bbls, an 
increase of 24,000 bbls over the previous week. 
Sales, however, were lighter than the previous 
week, and were mostly to domestic trade. The 


water power fell off slightly. 
Valley of the Ohio—The production of flour was 


very small, and the demand light, foreign buyers 
being out of the market. Millfeed was in good 
demand at fair prices. 

Superior-Duluth—The mills made 31,445 bbls of 
flour, an increase of 14,000 bbls over the preceding 
week. Very small domestic sales were made, and 
none for export. Bids were opened for removing 
21,000,000 cubic feet of dirt from the harbor. 

Dakotas and Northern Minnesota—A moderate

: Manitoba—Business is dull and farmers’ deliver- 
ies are light.

here is an idea which is original. One of 
our German contemporaries informs us 
that the stock company ‘‘Kintracht,’’ 
grains a bread bakery in Utrecht, bas 
decided to pay its annual dividend by 
giving stockholders free bread for the pe- 
riod of one week.

THE press reports of the recent meeting 
of the directors of the Millers’ National 
Association held in Chicago, were pub- 
lished in most of the daily journals in 
such a manner as to indicate either a de- 
liberate desire on the part of the newspa- 
pers to bedote the public and misrepresent. 
the millers, or the existence of an ignor- 
ance and a depth of inaccuracy among 
those responsible for the item’s appear- 
ance which is truly profound. For in- 
stance, a Minneapolis daily, which should 
have known better, published the report 
under the arbitrary and senseless heading: 
‘The Trust Meets.’’ The telegraph editor 
who wrote the heading either did not 
read the item or was too careless or indif- 
ferent to note what it said. In itself, the 
report,as it appeared, was full of errors and 
mistakes. The Chicago Tribune, the re- 
porter for which, being on the spot, had 
abundant opportunity to obtain a correct 
report, gave Messrs. Pillsbury, Martin and 
Davis all bedeen as Minneapolitans. It 
rebaptized Mr. Martin—calling him ‘‘Ches- 
ter J.’’ It also helped out Mr. Urban by 
presenting him with a middle initial, for 
which it had no use, aud he appeared as 
‘‘George V. Urban.’’ These were, of 
course, small and unimportant errors, but 
they indicate the lax standard of the daily 
press in accuracy. To call the national 
association ‘‘a trust,’’ in print, is, in it- 
self, simply a ludicrous error, and hardly 
worthy of notice, and yet the general pub- 
lic does not stop to read or analyze, nor 
does it go back cf the evidence as it ap- 
pears on its face. To the public, and es- 
pecially to the ignorant public, which is 
influenced by what it sees in the daily 
press, it appears that there is a flour trust. 
The careless head-line does its work just 
as wellas if it were truthful. The im- 
pression that there exists a trust in flour, 
becomes implanted, grows and flourishes, 
as evil weeds are apt to do, and, later on, 
it appears as one of the fixed ideas in the 
popular mind, taking a place beside those 
other erroneous assumptions based on ill- 
digested, inaccurate and carelessly-edited 
news items, for which the press is respon- 
sible—the whole constituting, among half- 
educated persons, their grievance against 
society for the righting of which, in legis- 
lature and lyceum, they agitate and un- 
ceasingly howl. “ 


THE oil dealers of Cleveland will never 
learn that the old game of the barrel-of- 
oil -near- by- which-we- will-sell-at-a-horri- 
ble-sacrifice has been completely, thor- 
oughly and _ exhaustively played out 
among the millers. They persist in send- 
ing out the old, insinuating letters, in 
wasting postage and annoying recipients. 
Here is the pleading letter which one of 
them recently sent toa reader in Missouri:

THE originators of theall-risk insurance 
clause, the Messrs. Peck of New York, 
have completed arrangements with the 
underwriters for a survey of every boat on 
the lakes carrying flour. This will give 
them accurate and reliable knowledge of 
the construction of these vesels, and will 
enable them to point out defects,of which 
the owners will be notified. If they do 
not comply with requests for improvement 
when made, and put their boats in perfect 
condition for flour carrying, the provis- 
ions of the Harter act can be called into 
action to force them so to do. This sur- 
vey will entail large expense, but the in- 
surance people feel its necessity, and, their 
policy is, to hesitate at nothing to perfect 
their system, and carry out the work they 
have undertaken. The milling trade is 
under lasting obligations to those who in- 
troduced this form of insurance and have 
labored so arduously and against such 
great odds, both here and abroad, to make 
it a success. They have systematized the 
work in an admirable manner, instituted 
and successfully carried out long-needed 
reforms, and, in short, have been of im- 
mense service to the whole trade. From 
point to point, they have perfected and 
systematized their methods, and have 
added one improvement after another. 
They have met strong —— from the 
carrier, and treachery from some of the 
foreign receivers; have made large losses 
and paid them. Probably, on the whole, 
their work has not been profitable to them, 
but there can be no question as to its value 
to the trade, and we are convinced that, if 
persevered in, the long run will demon- 
strate that ‘‘all-risk’’ insurance can be 
made a practical thing, giving protection 
to the insured and returning a reasonable 
profit to the insurer. 

* * *¥ 

THE Hon. E. F. Loud says that if he 
could have had the brains of a thousand 
people, and the ability to do the work of 
ten thousand, he could have been very 
profitably employed during the last year, 
in informing the people of this country as 
to the merits and meaning of his bill to 
overcome the abuses of postal regulations 
governing second-class mail. he gov- 
ernment suffers a net loss on the trans- 
mission and handling of second-class mat- 
ter, of about fifty millions of dollars per 
year. In other words, in order to main- 
tain a so-called ‘‘press,’’ in the main 
worthless and misleading, the govern- 
ment subsidizes it to this extent. ent, 
reputable and legitimate newspapers and 
publications want no government conces- 
sions. They would be glad to have the 
Loud bill pass, and have so expressed 
themselves. The opposition comes from 
the house organ, the sample copy adver- 
tising fake, the ephemeral campaign 
newspaper, and from the publishers of the 
countless ‘‘libraries’’ of ‘‘literature,’’ in 
the main trashy and pernicious novels, 
which, as serials, are suffered to pass 
through the mails as matter of the second 
class. Mr. Loud’s bill has passed the 
house, but, from present indications, it 
will be smothered in the senate. The 
populists have announced that they will 
talk it to death if it ever comes on the 
floor. That they are able to talk anything 
to death they care to attack, has been 
amply proven. The Loud bill, they claim, 
would strangle populism and kill the 
cause of free silver, but Mr. Newland, a 
representative from Nevada, when told 
this, replied: ‘‘If the cause of silver is not 
based on better equity than the receipt of 
this great subsidy at the hands of the 
government, in order to formulate liter- 
ature, it had better die.’’ Tosuch a small 
matter as the saving of fifty million dol- 
lars per annum, the senate of the United 
States can scarcely condescend; it is be- 
neath that ‘‘senatorial dignity,’’ of which 
we have heard so much, and are so heart- 
ily sick. Besides, it has no time for such 
things, as long as Morgan is not —— 
talking. Let Morgan talk, though the 
skies fall, and, when he is through, if he 
ever is, let Vest roar, and Call yelp, and 
the rest of the jingos and gallery players 
continue their inconsequent vaporings, 
while much-needed reforms are held in 
abeyance, or slowly strangled. Long live 
the senators! Such an exhibition of mass- 
ive incompetency as they are making has 
never been witnessed in this country, 
since it began. 
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THE French millers, owing to the 
favorable customs regulations touching 
the ‘‘temporary admission’’ of wheat into 
France, have become a disturbing factor, 
not only in the flour markets of Great 
Britain, but elsewhere. The truth is, 
that French competition in flour is not 
by any means ordinary commercial com- 
petition, but, because of the bounty 
allowed, it has become competition of the 
French government, against which pri- 
vate enterprise is utterly helpless. With- 
out the bounty, French millers could not 
for a moment compete with English, 
American or Dutch millers. France does 
not raise sufficient wheat to export flour 
on a legitimate basis, but, by the arbitra- 
v help of the French cash-box, to which 
they have access through their customs, 
her millers are enabled to buy the 
wheat of other countries and _ force 
their flour into foreign markets, and, as 
long as the money holds out, can succeed 
in selling at ruinous prices and disturbing 
the English, Dutch and American millers. 
If France, by means of her large super- 
abundance of home-grown wheat, were in 
@ position to compete in the flour trade, 
no one would have a right to complain, 
but she is not and can not be. Her mill- 
ers, therefore, are not entitled to an export 
business; that they obtain it, is due to a 
trick, in which the government juggles 
the product of other countries for the ben- 
efit of French millers. 

= 

THE competition of French millers is 
nothing less than the competition of 
the French treasury with private en- 
terprise, English, American and Dutch. 
As such, it transcends the limits of 
commercial rules, it goes beyond ordinary 
laws of trade, and becomes an arbitrary, 
artificial, stimulated, subsidized raid on 
international commerce, in which the 
French government is the principal, and 
the French miller merely the instrument. 
Naturally, private commercial enterprise 
which is standing sturdily on its own feet, 
and is maintained solely by its own re- 
sources, can not compete with a state en- 
terprise such as this. The matter, there- 
fore, is one which should properly be 
brought to the attention of the various 

overnments whose citizens have thus 

een attacked in a trade way, by the gov- 
ernment of France. English, Dutch and 
American millers, at least, can act in uni- 
son in this matter. The Netherlands 
Millers’ Association, of which Mr. J. Van 
Dusseldorp is secretary, has already made 
amove in this direction and hasapproached 
the National Association of British 
and Irish Millers, asking its codperation. 
In response, the British association passed 
the following resolution: 

‘*That this meeting of members of the 
National Association of British and Irish 
Millers, having heard the statements made 
by Mr. Van Dusseldorp and Mr. J. Reney- 
vaan, on behalf of the Netherlands Millers’ 
Association, desires to express its hearty 
sympathy with them, in view of the un- 
fair advantage given to the millers of 
France, by means of the peculiar fiscal 
regulation for the export trade in flour 
adopted by the French government. That 
this meeting recommends the council of 
the National Association of British and 
Irish Millers to further examine the work- 
ing of these regulations and ascertain the 
precise effect they are likely to have on the 
milling trade of this country and of the 
Netherlands, and authorizes it to brin 
the subject before the board of trade, an 
to ask the government to confer with the 
Dutch government with a view to ap- 
proaching the French authorities and 
endeavour to obtain the withdrawal of 
the special advantages obtained by French 
millers by the manipulation of the present 
‘temporary admission’ clauses of the 
customs regulations.’’

SUBSEQUENTLY, the secretary of the 
British national association sent a copy 
of the resolution to the Prime minister 
and to the boards of trade and agricult- 
ure, accompanied by the following letter: 
‘*January 16. To the Most Hon. The Mar- 
quis of Salisbury, K. G. My Lord Mar- 
quis:—At a general meeting of this 
association, which was held in London 
on the 9th December last, and which was 
attended by representatives of the mere 
industry from all parts of the Unite 
Kingdom, as well as by a deputation 
from the Netherlands Millers’ Associa- 
tion, a resolution was passed praying that 
her majesty’s government would exercise 
its influence with the government of the 
French Republic in order to obtain a 
modification of the existing French Cus- 
toms regulations, which, at the present 
time, enables the millers of France to 
compete unduly with the flour trade of 
this country by the ‘temporary admis- 
sion’ of wheat. 

‘*T am instructed by my council to for- 
ward to your lordship a copy of the reso- 
lution above referred to, with a uest 
that you will give the matter your kind 
consideration. I am 

‘Your Lordship’s obedient servant, 

(Signed. ) Hueu J. SANDERSON.”’ 


* * * 
THESE letters were duly acknowledged, 
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and the writer was informed that the 
matter would receive due attention, and 
there, for the present, it rests. Meantime, 
it appears to us that this would be an op- 
portune time for the American millers, 
through their various associations, to ap- 
proach the British and Dutch millers and 
offer to codperate with them in behalf of 
fair play and non-interference with pri- 
vate enterprise by concerns backed by na- 
tional financial resources. If the millers 
of this country would appoint a commis- 
sion to proceed to England and confer 
with the British and Dutch associations 
as to the best method of proceeding against 
the common foe, it would result in con- 
certed action, which, doubtless, would be 
most effective. For the first time in their 
history, the millers of Great Britain, Hol- 
land and the United States have one cause 
in common, and, by acting as one, 
through their several governments, they 
can rid themselves of a most pernicious 
competition which has no just right to 
exist, and would not do so, were it not for 
artificial help. The subject is one of 
great and growing importance. French 
flour, sustained in foreign markets by gov- 
ernment a is an evil that has come 
to stay, unless it be promptly overcome, 
before it has gone any further. We com- 
mend this subject, and especially our sug- 
gestion, to the immediate attention of 
American millers’ associations, both local 
and national. 


CURRENT MAILS. 


Eagle Roller Mill Co., New Ulm, Minn. : 
‘‘We had a good demand for flour last 
week, our sales were larger than output, 
though we are. running full time and 
capacity. Local wheat receipts are light, 
farmers holding for higher prices.’’ 

H. H. King & Co., Minneapolis: ‘‘The 
demand for flour from domestic sources 
is good, and parties are also ordering out 

revious purchases. The foreign demand 
s very light just at present. Clear is 
selling better lately for shipments to 

ints in this country, and at relatively 
igher prices than can be obtained from 
foreigners. ’’ 


Sheffield Milling Co., Fairbault, Minn. : 
‘Business was better with us last week. 
Orders were mostly domestic. Foreign 
trade was dull, except for clear, which 
is in good demand. he long looked-for 
advance in feed is at hand, and we are 
getting $8 for bran and shorts at our mill 
door. The call for feed is extraordinary 
and we predict still higher prices.’’ 

Russell & Birkett, Penn Yan, N. Y.: 
‘‘ Answering your enquiry, would say that 
we have done more than usual in buck- 
wheat products this season. The early 
weather was very unseasonable, and, in 
consequence, the demand prior to Jan. 1, 
was not up to what it usually is. Since 
Jan. 1, we have had a good trade, though 
prices have declined somewhat all 
around.”’ 

Aug. Schwacbheim, manager Rush City 
(Minn.) Roller Mills: ‘‘Wheat receipts 
continue very light with us, and we are 
considerably handicapped on that account, 
as the wheat that we have to buy from 
elevators is decidedly too expensive to per- 
mit us doing any eastern or foreign busi- 
ness. Feed is in very active demand here, 
so that we are compelled to ship in con- 
siderable. Rye flour is very dull at pres- 
ent.”’ 

Martin Bros., Chatanooga, Tenn.: ‘‘ Flour 
is of very dull sale here. Winter wheat is 
mostly sold here, and we doubt if much 
spring wheat could be sold, except at 
lower prices than winter. Flour is too 
high compared with corn goods. Winter 
patent is (Feb. 8) quotable at $4.65 in 
sacks; and fancy, $4.20. There is a good 
demand for cornmeal and corn. Our 
people like cornmeal pretty well, and es- 
pecially, when it is cheap.’’ 

J. M. Berry, Augusta, Ga.: ‘‘The flour 
trade in the southeast is dull. but the meal 
trade is active. Stocks of flour are light, 
and buyers go slowly. During the unset- 
tled condition of the markets, they are 
buying from hand to mouth. I antici- 

ate better trade within the next 30 days. 

inter wheat flours (so-called), that are 
manipulated with corn flour and spring 
wheat flour are offering at 25@35c per bbi 
below cost of straight winter wheat goods, 
but fail to command much business. ’’

of a disposition to buy freely than they 
have at any time for six weeks, and we 
are getting orders enough from local ter- 
ritory to take care of our output. We are 
unable to get anything like satisfactory 
prices from the eastern trade, however, 
and have not had an export bid that we 
could entertain for several weeks. Unfa- 
vorable weather has cut down the deliv- 
eries of wheat from farmers, and they do 
not seem very anxious to sell at present 
prices. We estimate that there is at least 
40 per cent of the last crop in farmers’ 
hands through the territory where we are 
buying.’’

* present week, Sixteen 
mills were in opera- 
, tion teday, aud they 
were grinding at the rate of about 36,000 
bbls per 24 hours. The water power is 
slightly less favorable. There was quite 
a change in the flour market last week, 
fluctuations in wheat, seemingly, causing 
buyers largely to withdraw from the mar- 
ket. The sales of Minneapolis mills ap- 
proximated 170,000 bbls, or 100,000 less 
than the week before. Very little of the 
flour disposed of was for export account. 
The foreigners had lost confidence in 
wheat, and, where at all in the market 
with bids, were usually much too low 
for millers to accept. But the tenor of 
their correspondence is, that with a steady, 
firm wheat market, calculated to inspire 
confidence, good export buying is pretty 
certain to follow. The average importer 
has looked for higher prices, and recent 
declines in wheat have been a great disap- 
pointment to many factors of the United 
Kingdom. Some of them yet contend that 
fair buying may be looked for, about 
March 1, by which time old purchases will 
have been well cleaned up. Domestic 
traders are also holding back on account 
of the unsettled wheat market, and take 
flour only, as they term it, to piece out 
stocks. The result is, that orders are 
small and come froma wide territory. 
With some mills. loca] business is picking 
up materially. First clear moves slowly, 
and sells better in this country than 
abroad. Second clear is, perhaps, harder 
to keep cleaned up than any A ss uct, save 
red-dog, and is not very firm in price. 
About the only outlet for this product is 
the south, and but a limited quantit 
can be worked in that direction. Wit 
wheat lower, flour quotations at the mills 
have been reduced about 10c per bbl. For- 
eign qnotations are about the same, 
freights being higher.

However, Saturday, when 
notice of the restoration was given, ship- 
pers are reported to have made consider- 
able contracts ahead on the old basis, par- 
ticularly for export, and these deals will 
now have to be recognized. Therefore, 
there will be a good deal of flour foing at 
old rates for some time tocome. Through 
flour rates from Minneapolis, reported ob- 
tainable today (Tuesday), were: London, 
87c; Liverpool, 37c; Glasgow, 37c; Bris- 
tol, 38c; Amsterdam, 39c; Belfast, 38c; 
Dublin, 88¢; Hamburg, 40c; Bremen, 4ic; 
Antwerp, 39c; Leith, 38.50c. 

Offerings of money continue in excess 
ofthe supply of prime paper, and rates 
are about whatever the borrower wants 
tomake them. Millers and elevator men 
have little paper to place, the declining 
wheat market of late assisting them to 
pay off obligations, rather than incur new 
ones. What little choice paper there has 
been for sale has been mostly snapped up 
by local banks at shaded rates. Country 
banks have more or less free money to 
offer, but find few takers. The following 
quotations will give an idea of the rates 
current: Call, 3% to 5 per cent; on ter- 
minal elevator receipts, 4 to 5 per cent; 
prime endorsed elevator paper, 4 to 5; 
country elevator receipts, 4 to 5; prime 
endorsed millers’ paper, 4 to 5; country 
millers’ paper, 544 to 7; common local pa- 
per, 6to 8. To these rates a brokerage is 
usually to be added. Local.money is easy, 
with banks asking 4 to 8 per cent, accord- 
ing to quality of paper. 

The milling district was visited by an- 
other fire about 5 o'clock Saturday after- 
noon. This time it was the Bassett saw- 
mill, located just below the Columbia 
mill, which was destroyed. The engine 
toom of the Columbia forms the connect- 
ing part between that_ mill and the saw- 
mill, and Engineer Scott Kneeland was 
the first to see the fire.

Without warning, rates 
were considerably stiffened Saturday, and 
the information was vouchsafed that cut 
rates were generally to be withdrawn. 
While the low rates were in force, it was 
good business to buy f. o. b. Minneapolis, 
and some parties found themselves so sit- 
uated when the advance was announced. 
At full freights, however, they would be 
away out of line with eastern prices, as it 
is claimed that considerable standard 
bran of restricted delivery can be had in 
Boston at $11.75@12, in 2U00-lb sacks. As 
long as there is such cheap stuff available, 
buyers are not going to pay around $13, 
based on full freights. Therate situation 
is still unsettled, and this, in a measure, 
leaves feed handlers at sea.

THE MINNEAPOLIS GRAIN MARKETS. 


There has been a net decline of 14c in 
the price of May wheat in this market 
during the week closed today (Monday). 
There was arally of about 4c on Tues- 
day, followed by asmall decline on Wednes- 
day and another on Thursday. Friday 
was oa holiday, and on Saturday the final 
break occurred, letting the price down 
about 1%c. This was followed today by 
avery nervous market, closing at about 
1\c higher than Saturday. The situation 
remains unchanged, except that, today, 
war news became a prominent factor, and 
accounted for the advance noted. At the 
close, there appears to be every reason to 
believe that the eastern difficulty will be 
settled peacefully, and that the market 
will be left in the old position which it 
has occupied, since the present decline from 
up in the eighties started. At the mo- 
ment, the bears appear to have a little the 
better of the argument, because they have 
declining prices to sustain thoir theories. 
But the bulls are about as persistent as 
ever, claiming that the low supplies at 
present available, will, in time, assert 
themselves, and have a marked effect on 
prices. They believe that, with the visible 
constantly decreasing, though it has not 
yet reached the danger line, and, with farm 
reserves comparatively light, with only a 
light crop in the Argentine and condi- 
tions as they are in India, these low sup- 
soe will certainly make themselves felt 

efore a new crop. They also maintain 
that winter wheat in this country was 
damaged last November, and that, when 
the snow goes off in the spring, it will be 
found that great damage was dune, and 
people will find that they underestimated 
the severity of the cold weather then. 

On the other hand, the bears claim that 
there is plenty of wheat in sight to supply 
all wants up to a new crop; that the de- 
crease in our visible is of little impor- 
tance, as, at the present rate of decrease, 
there will still be plenty next fall. They 
also claim that receipts in the northwest 
indicate that supplies in farmers’ hands 
have been greatly under-estimated. The 
disappointing domestic milling de- 
mand, as well as_ the disapointing 
foreign demand, are causes of much 
uneasiness to those who would other- 
wise be bullish in the market. The 
lack of milling demand is attributed 
largely to the relatively high prices of 
wheat, compared with other farm products. 
Lrhis, it is claimed, will stimulate tremen- 
dous acreage when it comes to seeding 
spring wheat. In very many of the great 
wheat-producing countries, it is possible 
to raise spring wheat successfully, and 
this prospect has a great deal to do with 
the flat situation of the markets at this 
time. No one disputes the theory now that 
there is wheat enough in existence to sup- 
ply all demands at present prices. With 
higher prices,the claim is made that grain 
would come out from many points where 
none is now thought of. These discover- 
ies of grain in by-places, will naturally 
tend to decrease demands from places of 
large accumulations. There is no doubt 
that the prices of wheat in this country 
might be largely advanced, and yet our 
supplies be brought down to a moderate 
limit at the end of the crop season. The 
difficulty facing this view of the case is, 
that to further advance prices, would tend 
to further decrease consumption. There 
is much talk now of a present and pro- 
spective substitution of other grains for 
wheat; and, whether such substitution 
equals the claims or not, it will have an 
important bearing upon the supply carried 
into the new crop season. The public has 
now come to believe that, in consequence 
of prospective large acreage, an excessive 
production is likely to be realized in 1897, 
with the result of declining markets. 
There are few, therefore, who desire to be 
loaded up with the high-priced grain of 
this season, to carry over into the pro- 
spective low price of a new season. That 
feeling has the effect of keeping buyers 
well within bounds, and there may be no 
concerted effort to advance the market in 
the face of such probabilities. Against 
this theory, it is alleged, and the allega- 
tions seem to be well supported, that the 
prospect for winter wheat in France is 
many points below last year, with a de- 
creased acreage of not less than 10 per 
cent. Added to that, is the claim that in 
several governments of Russia, much 
wheat has been destroyed during the win- 
ter, together with very many rye fields. 
When that situation is considered, with the 
additional conditions of want in the south- 
ern hemisphere, it largely offsets prospects 
of increased acreage in middle Europe and 
this country.

H. J. Klingler & Co., Butler, Pa.: ‘‘The 
fact that buckwheat flour is $1 per 100 Ibs 
cheaper than wheat flour, should create 
a demand from the working classes, who 
wish to economize these hard times. The 
relief committees in the large cities can 
buy nothing cheaper, better or more nu- 
tritious than buckwheat flour to distribute 
among the needy. Buckwheat grain is 
sti offering freely, and we have, so far, 
been able to absorb all the offerings, 
though we are not operating up to our 
full capacity at present. We look fora 
good trade on buckwheat flour till late in 
the season, on account of its relative 
cheapness, and, at the close of the season, 
both jobber and retailer are willing to 
work at a smaller profit, and this makes 
the price lower to the consumer. Buck- 
wheat flour has been steadily declining 
ever since the season opened, and is now 
at the bottom. This may seem strange, 
in view of the fact that wheat and wheat 
flour have made so much of an advance 
since September. There seems to be no 
affinity or sympathy between the two, ex- 
cept when both crops are short. The de-

MORE ABOUT BREAD YIELDS. 


West Superior, Wis., Feb. 2, 1897. 
EDITOR NORTHWESTERN MILLER, 

x Sir: I have been much interested 
in the article arding bread ¥ iage pub- 
lished in your issue of Jan. 22. For the 
purpose of further demonstrating the 
practical value of the formula under 
which my tests are made, I have made a 
series of bakings in which the amount of 
flour used approaches more nearly to prac- 
tical use, rather than the experimental 


;| test, and submit a table below showing 


the results. 

It will be noticed that there are six bak- 
ings, in each of which 10 lbs of spring 
wheat patent flour was used. This flour 
is not the output of any one mill, but is 
@ mixture of equal parts from each of the 
leading head-of-the-lakes mills, made from 
hard spring wheat off the lines of the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific railways. 
For the om of meeting the suggestions 
of Mr. Jago in his letter to the National 
Association Review, I have varied the for- 
mula somewhat, making tests Nos. 1, 2, 3 
and 6 from a sponge, while tests 4 and 5 
are from straight dough, that is, without 
setting the sponge, but mixing all of the 
flour in at once, using more yeast and let- 
ting it come up quickly. It-will be no- 
ticed that I have varied the percentage of 
water, making in tests 1 and 5 a very stiff 
dough, in tests Nos. 2 and 6, a medium 
dough, suitable for pan or hearth bread, 
while in tests 3and 4 the dough is soft. 
Also in the case of No. 6, the sugar and 
shortening have been omitted entirely.

Each baking, except No. 6, contains 1.50 oz salt, 
1.50 oz sugar, 2.50 oz shortening. No.6 contains 
salt only. One oz of compressed yeast used for 
sponge dough; 1.50 oz of compressed yeast used 
for straight dough. 

It is interesting to note the results. Of 
course, the yield of dough per barrel is al- 
ways in proportion to the perceatage of 
water added to the flour, but, the yield 
of bread per barrel is not in the same ratio. 
It will be observed that the bread was 
weighed one hour after baking and again 
five hours after baking, and that, while 
the shrinkage, as shown by the two rec- 
ords, is in proportion to the amount of 
water used, that is, the greater percentage 
of water shows the greatest shrinkage, yet, 
the final weighing shows a greater yield of 
bread where the largest quantity of water 
was used. It is curious to compare tests 2 
and 6, where the percentage of water used 
and the treatment were identically the 
same, except that the sugar and shorten- 
ing wére omitted from 6, yet 2 shows 734 
lbs more bread to the barrel than 6. The 
quality of the bread in each case was ex- 
cellent, color, texture and flavor being all 
that could be desired, except that No. 6 
showed a coarser grain and was inclined 
to dry out quicker than the others. 

Referring to the statements in Mr. Ja- 
go’s letter relative to the difference in 
yield of bread between the bake house and 
the small test, I am of the opinion that it 
is not all due to the causes he suggests. I 
find that nearly all large bakers in this 
country, in using hard spring wheat pat- 
ent, secure from 338 to 342 los of dough for 
each barrel of flour (196 lbs), while 290 lbs 
would be a fair amount from a barrel of 
winter wheat flour. This accounts, ina 
large measure, for the difference in yield 
between American and British methods. 
In m Cty the lard and sugar are 
not added for the purpose of improving 
the flavor but rather to aid in retaining 
the moisture. This is shown in the com- 
parison between tests Nos. 2and6 ina

RETURN OF MR. LITTLE. 

Henry L. Little, who return: to Min. 
neapolis last week, had a yery stormy 
trip over, on the Majestic. it was 9 
rough that none but the sailors could vent- 
ure on the decks, which were .; onstantly 
swept by the huge head seas. The run 
on one day, was only 244 miles, ag the 
heavy sea necessitated running at reduced 
speed. Mr. Little says he does not want 
to make another winter trip if he cap 
help it. Not only did he find the weather 
in Europe gloomy and cheerless from lack 
of sunshine, but, in some places, the 
means of travel are very much poorer in 
winter than in summer. 

He managed to put in a week ye 
agreeably in Paris in company with 
Mathieu Luchsinger, the Holland agent 
for the Pillsbury-Washburn Co., and has 
very pleasant recollections of Mr. Lainey, 
the director of the extensive Corbeil mills, 
whom he met in Paris. Besides Visiting 
the English, Irish and Scotch markets, he 
went to Hamburg, Bremen, Berlin, Am- 
sterdam Rotterdam, Copenhagen and 
Christiania. In Germany, he says, not 
much American flour can be imported, 
owing to the duty, it being the policy of 
the government to protect. the agricult- 
urists; and in Belgium, the flour-import 
trade has almost entirely ceased, since the 
duty was put on flour. 

In Sweden, nut so much flour is im- 
ported as in Norway, and Mr. Little re- 
ports having actually seen Swedish flour 
in Ireland and Scotland, though the 
amount of it shipped there is very limited. 
Sweden, however, grows more wheat than 
Norway and has a higher duty than Nor- 
way, hence its flour imports are less. ‘‘One 
thing that I heard of on all sides,’’ said 
Mr. Little, ‘‘was the delay in shipments, 
I did not see a man while I was gone, who 
did not complain of delay in shipments, 
and the amount of sales lost to us in con- 
sequence has been very great. This is one 
of the most important evils for the mill- 
ers to Overcome and we must all pull to- 
gether to accomplish anything.”’ 

In general, Mr. Little says, he finds the 
sale of American flour to be increasing on 
the other side, and adds that, wherever he 
went, he found bullish sentiment as to the 
markets. The leading French millers 
were even believers in 4 wed prices, In 
the United Kingdom, the heavy purchases 
of flour by the factors in the fall had ap- 
preciated on their hands, in some cases, 
as much as $2.50 per sack, and their policy, 
thereafter, had been to resell and take the 
handsome margin which the advancing 
market gave them. Even the home mill- 
ers, who bad cheap wheat, could not resist 
the temptation of selling instead of 
grinding it, and securing the gener- 
ous profit within their reach. This 
course on the part of the foreign trade 
has since restricted purchases from this 
country, and accounts for the light — 
business done by our millers of late. The 
foreign trade generally conceded its de- 
pendence upon America for further bread- 
stuff supplies, and he could not consist- 
ently look for other than higher prices.

The mills have two prices on their flonr, 
one for local trade and one for southern 
or shipping trade. In this way, a man, 
living miles from Nashville, can get 
Nashville flour or than the people liv- 
ing in Nashville. his may be business, 
but itstrikes me that it is a mighty queer 
sort of business, especially when the mat- 
ter of freight rates is to be considered.

Sorry that we can not see much of a run 
ahead, though; flour trade continues dull 
and our sales for the week are small. A 
few inquiries from abroad have been re- 
ceived, but their ideas are generally too 
low. Feed seems to be the only article for 
which there is any urgent demand. Wheat 
is moving a little more freely than last 
month, but that is not saying much, for 
our purchases from first hands during the 
entire month,amounted to hardly a dozen 
carloads. ’’ 

George T. Evans: ‘‘We note a continu- 
ance of dull flour markets. Buyers only 
want small amounts. There is no export 
demand at prices near what we can ac- 
cept. The domestic trade is somewhat 
better, and we have disposed of a little 
more than our week’s output. There is 
very little wheat offering. The demand 


for feed is g.. 

Blanton Milling Co.: ‘‘Trade has been 
only fair during the past week. We have 
been able to make some few sales and, 
with shipping orders that come in for sales 
made two or three weeks back, we have 
been able to run about half time. The 
demand for feed continues good at a slight 
further advance in price, while offerings 
of wheat are still very small.’’

The small country mills 
are paying arp anpoer | more than the 
basis.on which we could use it and sell 
the flour. Feed is the only active product 
ard, of course, very few of the mills have 
any to offer, which accounts for the act- 
ivity in thatarticle. Oursouthern friends 
write us they expect a revival soon in 
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flour, as they are decreasing their stocks 
quite rapidly.’’ 

McDaniel & Pittman Co., Franklin: 
‘“The milling business here at ‘Franklin 
is extremely dull this week and, in fact, 
there is very little being done except in a 
local way. However, we are pleased to 
state that our local trade is very satis- 
factory. We have had several inquiries 
for our straight flour this week, but, gen- 
erally, at 10@15c less per bbl than we 
are able to accept. Our receipts of wheat 
are now more liberal, and we expect some 
improvement in this respect from now on 
until harvest, as there is quite a large 
amount of wheat in the hands of many of 
our wealthy farmers in this country. Our 
receipts of corn are still quite liberal, av- 
oraging in the neighborhood of 1,000 bus 
per y. ” 

J. C. Daniels & Co. Middletown: ‘‘We 


are willing to confess that we are tired of | So: 


sawing wood, and would be quite willing 
to grind wheat for a time, should the 
opportunity present itself. However, we 
see no relief from the situation, so long 
as good milling wheat is not to be had. 
It does no to grumble at such failure 
in crops, so the inexhaustible wood pile is 
our only refuge. Should we be able to 
‘‘say nothing and saw wood’’ until 
another crop is available, we to be 
just as busy as our spring wheat brethren 
are this year. Wheat is still covered with 
snow and ought to be doing fairly well.’’ 

Harvest Queen Milling Co., Elkhart: 
‘We are finding business much better this 
week than for some time, having booked 
orders for output during the balance of 
this month at good prices, and all for do- 
mestic shipments. The foreignefs want 
flour badly, but ean not pay the value we 
have to ask. 1 demand for flour is 
good, not altogether for city trade, but 
armers are buying liberally, as a great 
mapy marketed their wheat at top prices 
some two months ago, while others lost 
their entire crop last July. Receipts of 
wagon wheat are quite liberal, and we get 
about half our supplies at home, but at 
about Chicago prices. The growing wheat 
is all ap yet, being well covered by 
snow and not having been exposed at any 
time during freezing weather. The de- 
mand for millfeed continues brisk.’’ 

J. L. Knauss, Evansville: ‘‘I thought 
probably I could give more cheerful news 
as to the milling business from our sec- 
tion, but Iam sorry to admit that no 
improvement is noticeable. In fact, it 
can be classed as not so bright as several 
weeks ago. But, as millers are used to 
traveling in this kind of road, there is 
not much disappointment. Tosum it up, 
all that can be said is, that the milling 
business remains exceedingly unsatis- 
factory. In the eastern markets, nothing 
can be done, on account of the high prices 
current for winter wheat. Spring wheat 
flours are being offered 50c cheaper than 
winter wheat can be made, and are being 
taken at the difference. Then, in the 
south, where spring wheat does not take 
so well, cheaper or lower grade flour and 
meal are being used more extensively. We 
must await spring weather to demonstrate 
the actual condition of the wheat. All 
talk is guess work. One thing is sure and 
certain, if it escaped serious damage, it 
will have done so under the most tryin 
weather conditions. If, on the other han 
wheat should have sustained notable dam- 
age, it must have a telling effect on the 
markets, as the stocks in the world’s mar- 
kets have been steadily declining for a 
couple of seasons. Farmers’ deliveries of 
wheat at mill are nothing. We are not as 
fortunate as Brother Hawks, who seems 
to be blessed with lots of snow, and farm- 
ers can bring him wheat in sleighs. We 
have no snow in this sectionto do any 

, our last sprinkling of snow remain- 
ing about half a day. Flour orders are 


very scarce. Mills are runnin ony half 

time, and some not that much. e are 

hoping for something to turn up.’’ 
Goshen Milling Co., Goshen: ‘‘The 


weather, the past week, has been remark- 
able for lack of sunshine. The snow, 
therefore, has not disappeared, but has 
remained on the ground, though the weath- 
re has been above the me point much 
of the time. We have now good sleigh- 
ing for over three weeks, and, as more 
snow came last night, it bids fair to last 
for three weeks. ‘armers say that the 
ground under the snow is not frozen, and 
that the wheat is growing nicely. Our 
receipts, the past week, have been moder- 
ately heavy, and we have had no trouble 
in getting enough for our requirements. 
Corn and rye are both moving very freely. 
We note that the former is carried from 
Chicago to the seaboard at a 10c rate. 
Flour, being in the same class,should take 
the same rate, and it is treating the mill- 
er with great injustice to charge any 
more. The low price for corn and its 
product is undoubtedly reducing the con- 
sumption of flour very much indeed, and 
it is no wonder that millers are complain- 
ing of lack of business. We have not 
made a sale for export for nearly a week. 
The markets across the water are demoral- 
ized. Heavy exports are not always a bull 
feature. Buyers now seem to be well sup- 
plied,and are virtually out of the market. 





The domestic trade, however, is a little 
better, cularly for extra fancy and 
low-grade, but the great boom is in the 
feed market. What we want now isa 
mill that will make bran and middlin 
only,.and the money would follow. e 
have been running our mill full time, but 
do not know what we shall do ‘next week, 
as we are now nearing the end of our or- 
ders. Our local trade is very good, but it 
is not large enough to keep us running 
full time.’’ 

Loughry Bros., Monticello: ‘‘ Another 
coat of snow for protection, hides the 
wheat from view for an indefinite time. 
Stagnation in milling is the condition 
existing with us at the present time. We 
can not expect this to continue for 20 more 
weeks. The fellows who stocked up at 
the advance last fall are inclined to wait 
for depletion of stocks or lower prices. 
me of them will want flour at present 
prices later on, when an advance shows 
up. Feed inquiries are numerous. This 
is a legal holiday, but millers, as a rule, 
are not caring for so many holidays.’’ 

OHIO. 

Shelby Mill Co.: ‘‘It is very difficult to 
get up a newsy letter when there are no 
new features worth narrating. There has 
been more buying of flour the past few 
days, and receipts of wheat have been 
more liberal with us than for six months. 
Many of our farmers have now closed out 


_ | the stocks they have been carrying. These 


were, in all cases, very light; in fact, not 
much more than one-quarter of the amount 
ordinarily held by them at this season of 
the year. They have now practically all 
been put upon the market, owing tu the 
good price prevailing, and the fact that 
we have had three weeks of good sleigh- 
ing. It is worthy of remark, that, in pre- 
vious years, when we had fairly good 
crops, our receipts would have been as 
large in one day as they now average in 
a whole week, and yet, the 1896 crop for 
the state of Ohio, is put down as 50 per 
cent of an average crop. Speaking of the 
crop in Ohio, we have made a deal 
of inquiry among farmers in this vicinity, 
and find that they have fed to their stock 
a good deal of the wheat that was dam- 
aged by growing in the shock. Taking 
the percentage in this vicinity, as near as 
can be ascertained, and applying it to the 
whole state, it would indicate that from 
5,000,000 to 8,000,000 bus must have been 
fed. This explanation would, in a meas- 
ure, account for the light sales of farmers, 
and the fact that they now have but little 
on hand. We find a much better demand 
for millfeed and at an advance of about 
$1.25 per ton.”’ 

T. J. Bloom & Son, New Madison: ‘‘The 
milling business is very dull at the pres- 
ent time; in fact,duller than we have ever 
experienced it. We have lost a good deal 
of time in the last few weeks, as wheat 
receipts have been small, and elevators 
are holding what stocks they have away 
above the market. During the last few 
days, the local trade has begun to pick up, 
and we are waiting for the eastern busi- 
ness to do the same. We today bought a 
lot of choice wheat of the 1894 crop, and 
we expect to make some very choice flour 
from this; the price we were obliged to Pay 
for it, however, was too much, thoug 
the wheat is magnificent. There is a good 
deal of this class of wheat held back, as 
we heard during the last few days, one 
orgs having about 1,200 bus, another 

bus, etc. Itis not all of the 1894 crop; 
most of it is 1895 crop, and is good and we 
look for some of this to move out before 
spring work. Our farmers like the idea, 
better than ever, of cleaning wheat, and 
we are getting our share of the wheat, 
and cleaning every bushel of it; in fact, it 
is the only correct way to buy the grain. 
We do not see how we did without the 
cleaner so long.’’ 

KENTUCKY. 

Miles & Son, Frankfort: ‘‘There seems 
to be a little more business moving, but 
the conditions lack a great deal of bein 
satisfactory, as prices are very low an 
profits exceedingly small. The movement 
of wheat in the local territory is almost 
nothing. Wheat has not been growin 
any lately, but we think it is in 
condition, as we hear very little complaint 
of damage, and, judging by present pros- 
pects, we still expect a good crop of wheat 
this season.’’ 

Lexington Roller Mills, Lexington: 
‘*We have had another week’s quiet busi- 
ness, though a little better than the pre- 
oe eo We have sold more goods, 
though the competition, as regards prices, 
has been very Keen. e are having a 
good demand for feed, both locally and 

or shipment. The prospects for the 

growing pee are first class. The horse 
sale, for which Lexington is noted, has 
been going on for the last two weeks, and 
horses have brought better prices on the 
average than for the t two years.

TEXAS. 


Galveston: Wholesale trade has been 
excellent the past week, orders coming in 
splendidly from traveling salesmen. 
There will be a celebration in honor of 
the battleship Texas next week, on ac- 
count of which the railroads have given 
special rates, and many spot buyers will, 
in consequence, take advantage thereof 
and be on hand. The strength developed

Although oats have shown a 
slight advance at primary markets, the 
effects are hardly apparent to the trader 
here. Corn shipments are very satisfactory 
in quality and the demand continues 
ora Dealers generally have bad on) 
ight stocks of hay, but receipts from dif- 
ferent sections have increased and now all 
are prepared to fill orders to meet ordinary 
requirements. Coast-country hay is held 
at stiff figures. The demand for corn 
chops, clipped oats and feed meal is very 
good, at unchanged prices. Collections 
are better and business prospects good. 
Exports of corn this week were: To En- 

land, 110,600 bus; to Holland, 137,148 bus. 

n December, J. H. Hamlin & Co., stave 
and cooperage exporters of Portland, Me., 
sent a representative to Galveston to look 
into the matter of exporting staves from 
their mills in Little Rock, Ark., by way 
of this port. They were disposed to shi 
this way if upon an equal footing wit 
other ports, but found that Galveston was 
at a disadvantage of 3c per 100 Ibs on the 
railroad rate. r. Denison, commissioner 
of the freight bureau, took the matter up 
with the railroads and succeeded in hav- 
ing this objection removed. 

Houston: ‘‘Wholesale groceries are 
selling about as well as could be expected, 
and there seems to be a better business in 
this than in any other line at the present

Mills are working 
on full time, and have a ready sale for all 
their products. Collections are fair, and 
failures rare and of small consequence. A 
convention of the business men of Arkan- 
sas will be held in Little Rock, Feb. 16, 
for the purpose of entering ina systematic 
way upon the development of the state’s 
commerce, agriculture and manufactures. 
Every town in the state will be repre- 
sented, and the railroads have given a 
one-fare rate for the round trip to all vis- 
itors, whether delegates or not.

FLOUR. 
It is comparatively a short and sad story 
I have to announce again this week from 
this milling point, though a few have 


found sales somewhat improved. The 
week’s wheat prices are just the kind to 
keep trade at a standstill, and every mill- 
er is hoping for a change soon in the 
wheat pit, or that those who hold sales 
booked will furnish shipping directions. 
It is safe to assert (that is, if the millers 
are honest in what os ) that there 
has not been a single sale of flour or feed 
made direct by the mills to the other side 
the past week. Another thing out of the 
usual order is, that the mills which have 
frequent inquiries from the- foreigners, 
had but very few offers; indeed they could 
be counted on the fingers of one hand. 
A Holland firm offered 1014 guilders for 
some clear, but the miller, having orders 
booked far ahead, could not see any profit 
in it at the present time. A few offers 
were also made for export tent from 
London around 23s 6d and 23s 9d, but no 
sales were closed. That is the condition 
of the foreign trade. Early in the week 
there were more domestic sales, according 
to the millers, than during its closing 
days, but, with a few, there has been no 
difference in the trade all through the 
week. Prices are weaker, and, while 
some claim to have no fixed price,the rul- 
ing quotation today is on the basis of 
$4.40@4.50 for best patent in wood, Bos- 
ton, with some sales at the former figure. 
There is yet considerable clear booked, 
and every miller reports that directions 
are very slow. Of the amount of flour 
made this week, quite a lot has gone into 
store here, one miller admitting that he 
had 10,000 bbls in store, part of it from 
this week’s grind. Millfeed is in good de- 
mand and values are from 50c to 75c high- 
er, with little to offer by most concerns. 
Wheat receipts were very low during the 
past six days, there being but 98,150 bus 
received, against 186,700 bus a year ago 
this week. Local price of flour to the re- 
tail trade is in about the same condition, 
with the leading brands offering at $4.40 
in sacks.

LONDON, ‘JANUARY 29, 1897. 
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People engaged in 
the wheat and flour 
trades are asking each 
other what is the 
matter with the mar- 
ket, and, above all, 
what is the matter 
with the American 
markets that the 
should betray suc 
weakness in the face of inducements 
which should lead them in a contrary 
direction. For some weeks now, the mar- 
kets have been very quiet, but this was 
attributed to the fact that the recent 
heavier supplies had to be digested; it 
was considered but a prelude to renewed 
activity, because our supplies, during the 
remaining seven months of this season, 
are by no meansassured. During the past 
week, however, something approaching 
demoralization has set in, owing to 
a sudden decline of about 6c in New York 
and Chicago, a decline which was as un- 
expected as it was inexplicable to us. A 
decline of about 1s 6d per qr, however, is 
the result on this side of the Atlantic,and 
as is usually the case, the ter the de- 
cline the scarcer do buyers me. Some 
who explain this weakness on your 
side, attribute it to financial considera- 
tions; others believe it to be the tempo- 
rary result of excessive bear selling, and 
prophesy that thése same bears, when they 
come to the ‘‘covering’’ period, will find 
themselves in a tight corner. 

As far as I can judge, there is no real 
cause, in the matter of supply and de- 
mand, for this present discouragement. 
It would be easy to demonstrate, at least 
by figures, that, whether your last crop 
was 427,000,000 bus, as recently stated by 
the American agricultural department, or 
whether it be 450,000,000 bus, as judged 
by most commercial authorities, or wheth- 
er it be 475,000,000 bus, as stated by the 
extreme bears, Kurope will require all the 
wheat that America may have to spare in 
an ordinary way. A most liberal compu- 
tation of the probable supplies from Rus- 
sia and Roumania and the minor sources, 
from now to the next harvest, shows that 
from Feb. 1, to Aug. 1, (six months) Eu- 
ropean importing countries will need 
at least 60,000,000 bus of American 
wheat or flour. If America, with a 
crop of 450,000,000 bus, and home require- 
ments of probably at least 860,000,000 bus, 
can supply this quantity with ease, as 
well as the ordinary demand for the tropic- 
al countries and the extraordinary de- 
mand for Africa and Australasia, after 
having already shipped about 105,000,000 
from July 1to Jan. 31, 1896, I shali be 
much surprised. In other werds, it is the 
general impression that, before the season 
is Over, there will be a tight pinch in 
supplies, and only the best outlook for 
the next harvest will prevent.a sbar 
rise. It seems to be forgotten that there 
will be no Indian or Australian supplies 

S year, and practically no Argentine 
Wheat. Only three or four years ago 
these countries supplied Europe with 
70,000,000 to 80,000,000 bus, and such a 
Teduction in the general conditions of 
the wheat market can hardly pass without 
affecting prices. 

Perhaps the most serious alteration in 
tegard to supplies, has taken place in Ar- 
gentina.

There is considerable talk here about 
the blending of corn flour with wheat 
flour in America, owing to the cheapness 
and abundance of maize and the relative 
scarcity and dearness of wheat. It is said 
that American millers mix up to 10 per 
cent of the products of maize with wheat 
flour, and that such a reentage would 
not be easily traceable. Ido not know how 
this may suit the home trade, but any 
such mixture in the flour sent here would 
soon be discovered, for American flour is 
used here mainly on account of its strength 
for mixing with the other weaker flours. 
The question of the adulteration acts in 
= in this country has also to be consid- 
ered. 

On the subject of the French flour com- 
petition, which seems likely to increase, 
as France has lately been importing more 
foreign wheat under the ‘‘drawback’’ 
regulations than before, the National As- 
sociation of British & Irish Millers has 
made some progress. It will be remem- 
bered that, at i neral meeting on Dec. 
9, when a deputation of Dutch millers at- 
tended, a resolution was passed that the 
subject of this unfair competition be 
brought before the English government, 
with a view of the latter approaching the 
French government in order to obtain a 
withdrawal of these special advantages. 
The subject has since been brought before 
the English premier and the English for- 
eign office, and the result is that the na- 
tional association has been informed by the 
foreign office that the English ambassador 
in Paris has been asked to supply a report 
upon the subject. The one thing that 

Dglish millers fear is, that the restric- 
tion caused by the zones, which hamper 
the trade by compelling the French miller 
to export his flour from the port where 
the foreign wheat against which the flour 
is ry y= is received, vig Ay removed 
and free trade, so to speak, established 
in this matter.

Frederick A. Pierce, of Pierce Bros., is 
at the head of the lakes again, after a 
prolonged trip to Chicago and other 
points.. Mr. Pierce, who is the only local 
screenings buyer at this niarket now, says 
of the screenings situation: ‘‘Sheep men 
around Chicago are marketing their 
sheep. Some have already closed out all 
that they have fed. The demand for 
screenings is almost nothing. About 
the only business doing is the fill- 
ing of contracts made 30 and 9% 
days agd. Sheep feeders, this year, have 
made a little money, the very low prices 
of grain working in their favor. Ne- 
braska and Iowa feeders have bought 
corn as low as 8c per bu, or about $3 
per ton. Mill and elevator people who 
have obtained $3.50@4 per ton for their 
Pr ee I consider very fortunate in- 
deed.’’* The mill and elevator people 
argue that, while corn has sold for about 
the price per ton of wheat screenings, the 
latter article is preferable to feeders, being 
more desirable, as a food for sheep, than 
corn. 

At a meeting of the directors of the 
Northwestern National bank, at West Su- 
perior, last Thursday evening, the resig- 
nation of H. 'T. Fowler, as president and 
manager of the institution, was accepted. 
The official statement given out by the 
directors is as follows: ‘‘On account of 
the criticism growing out of the large loans 
to the Russell & Miller Milling Co., in 
which H. T. Fowler was deceived, Mr. 
Fowler resigned as president. The bank 
will not suffer a loss on account of the 
loans to the mill. Mr. Fowler continues 
as a director. James Ferguson, as first 
vice president, will have the management. 
Louis Hanitch was elected president, and 
will devote a portion of his time to the 
affairs of the bank.’’ Walter Fowler, the 
former manager of the milling conan. 
also resigned from the directorate of the 
bank in order to make a place in the board 
of directors for the newly-elected presi- 
dent. This change, and other matters, 
which are mentioned below, are the direct 
result of the receivership step of the Rus- 
sell & Miller Milling Co. The North- 
western National bank was capitalized 
at $300,000 and, according to law, was not 
permitted to loan to one institution more 
than 10 per cent of its capital stock. The 
loans direct to the mill are understood to 
be considerably in excess of this amount, 
and the age ate loans to the mill, di- 
rectly and indirectly, from the bank reach 
a high figure. The Bemis Bro. Bag Co., 
in its allegations inst the Russell & 
Miller Milling Co., set forth that the in- 
debtedness of the mill to the bank was 
$100,000. The amount loaned by the 
Northwestern National bank and its al- 
lied institution, the State Trust & Sav- 
ings bank, will ag te, it is stated, 
nearer $135,000. H. T. Fowler states that 
the loans were larger than intended, ow- 
ing to the bank making advances on 
wheat margins for the mill, under the be- 
lief that it would shortly start up and 
make good the advances by the deposit of 
drafts at the bank. The true condition 
of the affairs of the two banks were gotten 
at by G. G. Thorne, acting as special ex- 
aminer for the comptroller and State Bank 
Examiner E. I. Kidd, who came to West 
Superior a few days ago, and jointly ex- 
amined the business of both institutions. 
Mr. Thorne said: ‘‘I am satisfied that 
the ———- in the. Northwestern Na- 
tional bank are perfectly safe if they use 
discretion. The management of the bank 
is in entirely new hands, and steps will 
be taken to put it in first-class shape im- 
mediately.’’ The State Trust & Savings 
bank went into the ds of a receiver on 
Saturday morning, W. H. Slack, cashier 
of the First National bank, being named. 
This bank was operated by H. T. Fowler 
as an adjunct of the Northwestern Nation- 
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al bank; it was quartered in the same 
room and loans, it is alleged, were placed 
through it for the other bank. alter 
Fowler was its vice president, though it 
is understood that H. T. Fowler conduct- 
ed the management. The. application for 
the receiver was made by the Northwest- 
ern National bank, and alleges that the 
national bank holds certificates of d it 
for $10,000 against the state bank, which 
are past due, and that the bank has $20,000 
subject to check, which it is unable to 
pay, and is insolvent. The capital stock 
f the state bank is $25,000. It-is alleged 
in the complaint that the assets of the 
bank will not exceed $25,000, and that its 
liabilities are more than $40,000.

They 
are hardly running 
half time, judging by 
reports from various 
sections. The demand 
for feeds continues ex- 
cellent, and there is a moderate request, 
locally, for flour. Some Montana busi- 
ness is moving. Eastern transactions are 
few,and generally profitless. Heavy snows 
again covered the kotas last week, in- 
col generally with business. 

The Kulm, N. D., mill is reported to 
be ae steadily on local, Montana and 
foreign orders. This mill has quite a trade 
in the Russian settlement, back of Kulm. 

H. L. Chase, of the Chase-White Furnace 
Co., was in North Dakota last week, in- 
vestigating the quality of lignite coal, 
with a view to using it in the company’s 
new furnaces. 

J. W. Kelley & Son, Huron, S. D.: 
‘*We have not much to write, as we are 
snowbound most of the time here. Local 
trade with farmers is small, owing to bad 
condition of the roads, which makes it 
nearly impossible to get to town. Wheat 
receipts are nothing to speak of. We are 
running steady, —eme only, and, have 
been able to sell all we have to offer at 
fair prices. We ought to have a good 
spring trade. There is considerable wheat 
in this locality unthreshed, and we look 
for lots of damaged wheat on this ac- 
count.’’ 

Milton T. Gibbs, of Mayville, N. D., has 
received a patent upon a method of wash- 
ing, scouring and drying grain.. It is de- 
scribed as consisting in first subjecting 
the grain, while in motion, to the action 
of jets of water to loosen the impurities on 
the kernels, then moving the grain up- 
ward and delivering it by centrifugal force 
against a sieve, and next subjecting the 
grain, while on the sieve, to the action of 
an air-blast, forcing the water charged 
with the impurities of the grain through 
the sieve, to be disposed of, the grain roll- 
ing down the sieve for further scouring. 
The apparatus used is described as com- 
prising a revoluble drum, provided at one 
end with a grain-inlet; a scraper arranged 
within the drum and in contact at one 
end with the inner surface of the drum 
to remove the grain therefrom, the said 
scraper being provided with spirally-ar- 
ranged blades; a fixed segmental casing 
within said drum and having its inner 
face formed of wire netting, the rear end 
of the scraper discharging the grain on 
the upper end of said netting, a longi- 
tudinal water-spout within the drum near 
one end thereof; a longitudinal com- 
pressed-air spout within the drum and ex- 
tending toward the other end of the drum 
and pointing toward the netting, and a 
suction-fan connected with one end of the 
casing, toremove the impurities therefrom. 

A press dispatch from Bismarck, N.D., 
says that an order will be issued to the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
companies directing them to show cause, 
within 15 days, why freight and passenger 
rates should not be reduced 25 per cent. A 
number of bills have been introduced in 
the legislature, reducing the salary of the 
railroad commissioners, abolishing the 
office of secretary, and otherwise interfer- 
ing with the board. These propositions 
have not had a soothing effect on the com- 
missioners, and they evidently intend to 
demonstrate to the legislature that they 
are at least making an effort to earn their 
salaries. This is a bold step, and was 
never before attempted in this state. It 
is believed that the orders will not be 
obeyed.

which have ever been used, employed or packed by complainant, except as the same have been filled or packed 
by complainant and still contain the genuine flour of complainant, and from palming or passing off or enabling 
others to palm or pass off, any flour not manufactured by complainant, as and for the flour of complainant.

The Supreme Court, upon application of “The S. Howes Company,” and 
after hearing affidavits and counsel of both the plaintiff and defendants, granted an injunction order, which enjoins and restrains the 
defendants, The Howes Grain Cleaner Company, Charles N. Howes, Elgin Keith, Chauncey A. Lamphere and Jasper N. Bacon, from 
advertising the business of manufacturing or selling any grain cleaning machinery, under any name embracing the words « Howes,” 
and «Grain Cleaner,’’ or the words «« Howes Grain Cleaner’? and « Company,’’ or the words «‘ Howes Manufacturing Com- 
pany,’’ or «*Howes Company,” or ‘Howes Grain Company,”’ or any similar words, and from selling or delivering any machinery 
manufactured by “The Howes Grain Cleaner Company,” and from in any manner representing or holding themselves out to be the same 
concern as the S. Howes Company, or that The Howes Grain Cleaner Company, or the defendants, or either of them, are the sucessor or 
successors to the business heretofore carried on by Simeon Howes, or by Simeon Howes and any other person or persons associated with 
him in business during his lifetime, in the manufacture of grain cleaning machinery ; excepting, however, that The Howes Grain Cleaner 
Company may sell and transfer, by a.single transfer, its entire property; and except it may make deliveries of machinery which had been 


manufactured and sold by it, or for which it had accepted orders before the service of the original injunction order.
